The Moofeed-ool Anam, of the 14th of Ja anuary, Offers some 
remarks upon the practice of furious riding at Agra, as fol- 
low :—‘ It is said that an European soldier was riding at a 
furious rate near the Kotwallee, when an old man was knocked 
down and killed. The police said nothing, but took the 
wounded man to the hospital. Chance brought the Assistant. 
Superintendent of Police (Mr. Smith) to the spot, just as four 
other drunken soldiers were seen. The soldiers being found 
not guilty, were released.”” The writer says :—‘°* How good | if 
such a fault. had been committed by a native, the police would 
have displayed great valour, and made up a nice story; but 
in the present instance, seeing the white and red, they were: 
much troubled, and hid the truth. 


The arrival at Agra of a number of famine-stricken people 
from Marwar is noticed. The writer says :—** Notwithstand- 
ing the many wealthy ones, no one helped, save one Kullian 
Dass, punsari ; ; for although seths and bunneeahs are wealthy, 
they are hard-hearted ; especially the Seth Gobind Ram Moodee 
and Lalla Deen Dyal, with others of note, who have enriched 
themselves to the extent of lakhs of rupees-at the expense of

the old Rajah of Dho!poor. If these men had only thought of 


these poor’ wretched ones, they might have assisted them ; by 


which, besides pleasing the Enghsh Government, they would 
have made a name for themselves. But at this time the de- 
sire to improve their profits overcame all else ; and it has not 
profited them much, as each gr ag something goes wrolig to 
cause them loss instead of gain.” : 


It is noticed that the Government have done so much for 
the press of India, ‘ for the purpose of learning the wants of 
the people, which are made known through the press, all of 
which proves the goodness of Government. The people have 
now the means of understanding the good arrangements of 
Government; and the Government, on the other hand, have 
the means of assisting and pacifying the people: when the 
Government is.to blame in its work, it is but natural, to our 
thinking, that suspicions and doubts should. arise, and: it 
should be the care of Government not to give room for such 
feelings. In the Orissa country, during the famine, what 
terrible consequences resulted from the slothfulness and silence 
of the Government of Bengal! Weknow full well that Sir 
C. Beadon thought of hiding the real condition of the people 
from the press, when they were dying in such numbers daily, 
and the country was being emptied by the starving popu- 
lation : until the real state of the case became known, the con- 
duct of Sir C. Beadon and the Bengal Government, which 
were disgraceful, were not viewed in that light; but, when it- 
became known, the Council and Sir Cecil Beadon went out of: 
this country suffering even greater loss than the latter suffered 


by the Agra Bank; and in the eyes of the world, his silence 


at the time of his departure.was looked upon as proof of his 
disgrace, Now, we have hopes that the Government will not 
labour under the false idea that acts which are of benefit to the 
world should be kept from the press, for the confidence which 
ought to exist between the Government and, the governed 
cannot be effected in any other way 3? &e., &e..

The Muir Gazette, of the 17 th of ia anuary, nalen the head- 
ing “ Protection of the Poor. and Mercy Shown,” refers to the - 
recent order by the Government of the North-Western Pro- 
vinces concerning the famine-stricken poor: and the provi- 
sion for them. Referring to this, the writer says, that some 
40,000 persons, male and female, find daily work on the canal 
cuts, &c., &c., while in other places there are similar works in 
progress, employing even larger numbers. — 


The Julwatoor, of the 17th of January, says that the 
Akhoond of Swat has sent a proclamation to Sirdar Abdool 
Rhyman Khan, to the effect that as Shere Ali Khan has be- 
come a kajir to him, notice is given to him (Abdool Rhyman 
Khan) and all Mussulmans, that a holy war should be pro- 
claimed, according to the order of the Koran. ‘* Enough, 
then; it is incumbent on you to commence tho work, and you 
will be victorious. Kalifa, and other disciples of the Akhoond, 
send this to you in private, as also to the other Sirdars and 
Khans of Affgtianistan; and concerning the Ameer Shere Ali, 
are written the orders of one who has becéme an infidel; 
and it is also requested that you all refrain front assisting him 
in any way;” &e., &a ‘The editor remarks, that he wonders 
how the Akhoond has discovered Shere Ali to be a ‘kajir, and 
how he has found Azim Khan faithfal ;' forto his (the editor's) 
thinking, if he had written so of Azim Khan, it: wanhkd thot 
have signified, because it had been ramoured that he: was with 
the Russians ; “‘ but apart from this, whois this Akhoond? and 
how has he possessed himself of the Government of the caus. 
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‘try, that he-can seeaith orders? foriShere/Ali Khan, even

The Maharajah of Cashmere is said to have made over a 
portion of his country to the Government of his eldest son, 
and a Council has been appointed to assist the young Prince ; 
it is further said, that, with the exception of the Maharajah 
himself, no one can upset the decision of this Council. 


The Kaleid Ummed, of the 16th of January, after extracts 
from other papers, notices that the Maharajah of Joudhpore has 
appointed Mitabjai Singh to succeed the iate Mirza Hajee 
Mahomed Khan as Agent for the State. 

Under the heading ‘‘ Cabul”’ the following appears :—‘ The 
Munshee. Mookhtvear Khan gave a letter to the Ameer of 
Cabul; after perusing which, the Ameer consulted with Sirdar 
Ayia Khan, and then ordered the reply to be given to the 
Munshee of the English. After this had been written, the 
Ameer said that the English were selfish ; that there was. a 
time when he wrote ever so many letters to them, without 
even receiving a reply; but that now they write over and over 
again for him to proceed to Peshawur, which he cannot do 
just now; but that after the settlement of Sirdar Abdul 
Rhyman’s business, he. would see to it,”

eink other papérs, notices: the establishitient of a ‘school for 
females, independent of the Government schools; ‘by the 
Mahara) ah of Vizianagram. The writer says :—“ Some months 
ago'a, female school was founded at Mohulla Karingghunt 
Looknath Choba; in which the better classes of females were 
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being educated; but wher the ‘hopesof' eheress Were ticst 
induled, and when theschool was flourishing; two young ladies, 
who assisted in the school, desired that other girls and Chris- - 
tian females sliould also be admitted ‘to the benefits of the 
school, without reference to. class or creed. . Upon ‘this, ‘some 
of tha respectable women who were in the school, as well as 
some of the teachers, became dissatisfied at the idea of Chris- 
tian females joining them, and a committee of Brahmins, &ci, 
through the good-will of the city people; was convened, and 
the assistance of the Christian teachers was dispensed with. 
Through the officials cf the Educational Department, and Ba- 
boo Futteh Narain Singh Races Azim’s aid, a subscription of 
Rs, 50 was collected, anda sehool opened. As ‘soon as this 
became known to the Maharaj ah of Vizianagram, His Highness 
sent a telegraph message to Futteh Narain Singh, expressing 
his pleasure at the establishment of this school, and offering 
to bear all the expenses of it—looking upon it asa glory, 
and hoping that the committee would accept Rs. 150 per 
month from him alone; at the same time offering to bear all 
other expenses of the school. The committee, hearing this, 
returned their thanks and praises ; and all other subscriptions 
have therefore been returned. This school opened on the lst 
of January, at the sole expense of the Maharajah Sahib, and in 
this school, besides young girls, some seventeen females of the 
neal class attend to hear lectures.” 


The scarcity of food in the Sirsa district is noticed. The 
writer says, that ** the famine-stricken people are selling their 
children, and that in many places they light fires and roast

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\ The Ukhbar Alun, of the tet of' January, referring to the 
construction and carrying out ‘of ‘canal operations, remarks, 
that in Earope many of these works aré carried ‘on ‘through 
merchants and others connected with trade, by which consi- 
derable advantages are said to be gained both by rulers and 
by the commercial world in general. ‘And, as in England 
such works are undertaken by the opulent tradesmen of Europe, 
so, on the contrary, do the natives of India dislike them; and 
this is the reason why the natives of India are not so wealthy 
as those of Europe. In India, those who are wealthy seem to 
be ambitious only of concealing their wealth in the earth, and 
they are proud to know that it is said of them that in such and 
such a place their wealth is buried. It is never said of natives 
that they have combined together and subscribed towards 
railways or other works of utility, and our purpose in writ- 
ing this is to show that had the Chiefs and others of India 
joined in constructing canals and other beneficial works, all this 
great famine and scarcity now prevailing would not have been 
so much felt. A glance at the Government report shows how, 
only by means of the Ganges Canal, so much land is culti- 
vated ; but it is grievous to know that the Hindoostanees 
will neither look to their own benefit, nor to the benefits of 
their dependents in this way,. anl they know not such a word 
as trade or commerce. The Parsees of Bombay, and some 
Bengalees, know a little about trade and commerce, and in 


comparison to traders in this country they are more | 
wealthy.”
